For instance, he never adds salt or pepper to his 
soups until the end, and then only to taste. 

He doesn't use heavy cream, instead thickening 
his soups with ingredients like arrowroot or potatoes. 

He doesn't like to waste, either. If he's cooking 
with fresh basil, for example, and only needs a few leaves, 
he will wash and freeze the remaining basil rather than 
throw it away. 

He's also a fan of immersion blenders, which 
allow you to puree meats or vegetables in your soup pan 
rather than having to dirty more dishes. 

Partway through his talk, Rottler invited 
attendees to come up for samples of the four soups 
(and homemade cookies) served by his wife, Marie, and 
assistant, Hannah. Rottler also answered questions, many 
of which were related to food allergies and substitutions.

For the group, it ended up not just being about 
how they could physically assist the people they met 
there, but also the other half of helping - the emotional 
part. 

'Tor me, that was huge," Handerhan said. "It 
isn't just about what you physically do to help people. 

It's about being there for them emotionally." It was about 
letting go of the idea of simply doing X, Y, and Z, she 
said - the stuff like painting a house and helping to build. 
"But also, that person wants to talk to you, make lunch for 
you.... It was very enlightening." 

The group made friends and there were tears 
shed when they left. Handerhan said she watched the 
kids, who had never done anything like the mission trip, 
come out of their shell. 

This year, the mission group is heading to 
Puerto Rico for its second mission trip and has started its 
fundraising campaign. 

"This is a much bigger trip than last year," said 
Handerhan. "Puerto Rico was so widely in the news." 

One woman on the mission team, she added, is from 
Puerto Rico, making the connection between the two 
locations a tad stronger. 

This trip will really bring the younger members in 
the group out of their comfort zone. 

"I'm hoping we all see that, when people are 
in crisis situations, what really matters to people," said 
Handerhan. 

Yes, people have lost their homes and their 
belongings and are experiencing true hardship, "But most 
people are just thankful their families are okay," she said. 

"For us who have so much here," Handerhan 
said, "I just want them to see what it's like and see what 
really matters in life compared to the materialistic things." 

That, and the simple satisfaction of helping, she 

said. 

"I'd always wanted to have a mission group, but 
waited for the youth to force the issue," said Handerhan. 
"So when the kids finally said, 'Hey, we want to do it,' 
that was the impetus that got it started, and hopefully it 
will continue." 

The group will be embarking on their mission this

Rochester Awarded $75K For ADA Projects 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Board of Selectmen learned on January 
22 that two Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) 
compliance grants that Facilities Manager Andrew Daniel 
applied for have been awarded to the Town of Rochester. 

The Commonwealth released $1 million in grant 
funding for municipalities to receive up to $250,000 for 
ADA compliance projects. Daniel spent months assessing 
the town-owned facilities and had to develop a transition 
plan in order to make Rochester eligible for grant funding. 
He submitted three grants: one on behalf of the CO A 
building, one for the library, and one for the Town Hall. 
Rochester was granted two of them, totaling $75,000. 

Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar said 
one grant was awarded for a maximum of $25,000 for 
the installation of automatic door openers for the two 
entrances to the Council on Aging building on Dexter 
Lane, along with a paved accessible pathway that would 
link the side parking lot walkway to the concrete patio 
accessed via the main function room. 

In a follow-up phone interview with Daniel, 
who spearheaded the mission to make Rochester ADA 
compliant and is leading the project, he said he had 
received some complaints of how heavy the COA doors 
are, so automatic door openers made sense. And although 
the COA building was built after the ADA came into effect 
so most features are compliant, there was still the patio 
that, for safety reasons, Daniel thought should connect 
with the sidewalk for an added viable emergency exit. 

Then, with a little bit of money left over, Daniel 
chose to purchase an ADA beach wheelchair for Rochester 
residents to borrow to take to the beach. The chair would 
be kept at the COA and residents will be allowed to check 
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the chair out for the day. 

The second grant is for a maximum of $50,000 
to make the Town Hall handicap access entry door/ 
ramp ADA compliant, equipped with an automatic door 
opener, and for renovations to add one unisex ADA 
compliant restroom. Furthermore, additional handicap 
parking spaces will be added to the parking lot outside 
Town Hall. 

''The plans that we have are all to make some 
pretty significant changes to accommodate people with 
disabilities and people who have mobility issues," Daniel 
said. "I'm really pleased about it." 

The restroom still needs to be discussed, Daniel 
added, since the existing restrooms are not feasible for 
expansion. Old Colony students took a conceptual idea 
that Daniel gave them, and drafted up a set of plans that 
Daniel could use when building the restroom. 

Daniel will be performing most of the 
construction in order to keep costs down. 

"It's plausible, but there's a lot of work to be 
done," said Daniel. "It's just another step the Town of 
Rochester is going to make to become ADA complaint 
and that's the goal - compliance. 

"A bit at a time and well get there," he said. 

Szyndlar praised Daniel for his efforts. 

"A special thanks to Andrew Daniel for his hard 
work in getting us these grants," said Szyndlar. 

In other matters. Water Commissioners told the

Rochester Board of Selectmen on January 22 that holding 
off another two weeks until the board approves language 
for a water agreement with the Town of Middleboro would 
be no big deal, since the project has been in the works for 
several years now. 

Selectman Greenwood Hartley asked Water 
Commission Chairman Fred Underhill if he would mind 
if the selectmen took the two weeks in between then and 
its next meeting to allow residents who may be unfamiliar 
with the proposed project time to inquire about it before 
selectmen give the OK. 

The project, which has been in the works for a 
number of years and has been approved by Middleboro 
Town Meeting voters, would extend the Middleboro 
waterline down North Street to provide domestic water 
service to the Annie Maxim House, an elderly residential 
facility, and fire emergency water to the Town of Rochester. 

The inter-municipal project would be at no cost to 
the Town, although Underhill did say that he would prefer 
Rochester foot the bill for at least one or two of the three 
proposed fire hydrants, which Underhill proposed would 
come from the commission's budget. The Annie Maxim 
House is funding the engineering and the construction. 

Underhill and two other Water Commission 
members that night requested that the selectmen simply 
review the agreement, and Underhill gave some updated 
information such as a requested change in the size of the 
pipe from a 6- to 8-inch pipe to a 12-inch pipe. 

"We think it's a good thing for the town," said 
Underhill. "It is bringing some more water in the town. It 
will help with fire protection in that end of the town." 

There are no serious requirements the Town needs 
to fulfill, Underhill emphasized, and with the larger pipe 
size, the Town of Rochester could possibly extend the line 
in the future to accommodate more municipal water needs. 

"It's been a long process," said Underhill. "We've 
been on this five or six years I think." 

Hartley said he thinks the project would be good 
for the Town, but he had reservations on moving forward 
with the agreement as presented that night because the 
matter hadn't been discussed in at least nine months. He 
felt some residents might read about the agreement and

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temporary moratorium. 

Now the Planning Board is moving forward 
with a public meeting to be held on Monday, February 5, 
at 7:00 pm at Old Hammondtown School. At that time, 
the public is invited to review the warrant articles being 
proposed by the Planning Board. 

The Special Town Meeting Warrant Article 1 asks 
voters to place a temporary moratorium on recreational 
marijuana establishments. The moratorium article covers 
''...cultivation, processing, distribution, possession and 
use of marijuana for recreational purposes...." 

Article 2 covers medical marijuana treatment 
centers and also asks voters to approve a moratorium. 
This, too, covers cultivation, possessing of food, oils, and 
similar ingested or applied products. Section 12.3 reads 
".. .the town hereby adopts a temporary moratorium 
on the use of land or structures for Medical Marijuana 
Treatment Centers." 

"We're bringing back Attorney Katherine 
Laughman to answer any questions voters may have, 
especially concerning Article 2, medical marijuana sales," 
said Town Administrator Michael Gagne. 

Gagne said that the Planning Board confirmed 
that coverage of that aspect of marijuana issue was not 
fully vetted during previously held public meetings. 

With that in mind, Laughman and Planning 
Board Administrator Mary Crain will respond to any 
questions. 

The moratoria, if accepted at the Special Town 
Meeting and approved by the Attorney General, would 
remain in place until December 31, 2018. 

A two-thirds vote is required for approval of the 
new temporary bylaws. 

The Special Town Meeting is scheduled for 
February 12 at 6:30 pm at Old Rochester Regional Fligh 
School's auditorium. The warrant is available in hardcopy 
at Town Hall and is viewable and downloadable from the 
Town's website, www.mattapoisett.net. 

Also during the meeting, the selectmen were 
advised by Gagne that the state would be providing some 
sewer rate relief funding. 

Gagne also presented the selectmen for their

General Store Special Permit Granted 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

There are few buildings in the waterfront village 
neighborhood of Mattapoisett more iconic to the town's 
past than the General Store situated at 10 Water Street. 
Although it cannot boast to be the oldest, the image 
of the structure has appeared in photographs from 
several centuries. But everything must change, even old 
buildings. Thus, as the needs of the current owners, Chris 
Demakis and Vince Cragin, have changed, they proposed 
changes to make the building better for modern living 
and commerce. 

Seeking a Special Permit during the January 18 
meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals, 
Demakis described their plans. 

Stairs leading from the first floor to the second 
floor residential space are very steep, nearly ladder¬ 
like, Demakis said. He said their dog and visitors of all 
ages are finding the 11-inch spacing between the risers 
hard to scale. With this in mind, and a growing need for 
a bit more floor space in the first floor retail area, they 
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requested a Special Permit. The permit would allow for a 
two-story addition measuring 10.6 feet by 16 feet on the 
east side of the current structure. 

"'WeTl use the additional floor space in the store 
for coolers," Demakis said, adding that those would be 
used for beer and wine products. 

Demakis said that if the permit were approved, 
construction would take place during March at which 
time the store would be closed for the renovations. 

Noting the fine job the partners have done on 
the building during their years of ownership, the ZBA 
members unanimously granted the request. 

Also seeking a Special Permit for the construction 
of a new home located at 16 Cove Street was Donna 
McCaffery represented by engineer Rich Charon. 

Charon gave the ZBA members a history lesson 
on the vacant lot, explaining its complicated past from 
being part of a singular large parcel in the 1800s to 
becoming an unbuildable lot prior to public sewer 
extension into the beach community, and then to a 
buildable lot if older set-backs (those prior to 1973) were 
recognized by the ZBA now. 

Charon said that through his research he was 
unable to find any time when the lot had been joined to 
another one situated across Cove Street, although the two 
lots had shared a common lot line. 

Charon explained that in the 1920s a public right 
of way that still exists today was established; thus, the 
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two lots - the leading characters in the deed story - could 
not be joined to make one larger lot. 

McCaffery's aunt had given her the lot in 
question and the other lot went to McCaffery's cousin. 
Now with the availability of sewer, McCaffery sought to 
have the pre-1973 setbacks approved and build a new 
single family. 

Charon said that the Conservation Commission 
had issued an Order of Conditions and that the Board of 
Health would allow the sewer tie-in upon approval of the 
Special Permit. 

The ZBA members saw no problem with the 
project as presented, granting McCaffery a Special Permit. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals will be scheduled for February 15 at 
6:00 pm in the town hall conference room if there are cases 
to be heard. 


Osprey Nesting Platform Planned at Fresh Pond

The Dunn family, whose cottage is situated at 0 
Fresh Pond, has something special planned - a floating 
osprey nest platform. 

Represented by Robert Field of Field Engineering, 
David Dunn and his mother and property owner Gail 
Dunn plan to situate a floating platform in Fresh Pond, 
which is located off Beach Road near Point Connett. 

Field provided drawings illustrating the 
construction of the platform that will be supported 
by flotation material and removed at the end of each 
breeding season. 

Neighbor Annette Sweeney came forward with 
a request that the platform be moved some 300 feet 
away from her home located at 29 Beach Road out of 
an abundance of caution for her small grandchildren. 

She said she was concerned, given the size of the birds 
and their territorial and protective behaviors. Sweeney's 
request was granted by the Dunns and accepted by 
the commission. The project received a Negative 3 
Determination of Applicability, with no Notice of Intent 
required for the work.

Christopher Demakis, 10 Water Street, owner of 
the Wharf General Store, came before the commissioners 
with a Request for Determination of Applicability for a 
two-story addition to an existing structure. 

Demakis explained the need to renovate an 
existing stairway to the second story residential space that 
was too steep and to add a small expansion of first floor 
retail space.

Two three-year extensions of existing Orders of 
Conditions were granted to Robert Brack, 18 Water Street, 
and Elizabeth Johnson, Pine Street and Canal Avenue. 

Continued until February 26 was the NOI filing 
by Dennis Arsenault, Snow Field Road, for a two-lot 
subdivision and associated driveway.

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Zoning Change Proposed for Front Street Parcels 

Marion Planning Board

It was a short meeting on January 22 as far as the 
Marion Planning Board goes, with two members absent. 

Engineer Bill Madden came before the board to 
present an idea for a zoning change for property owned 
by Theodore Laycock located at 391 Front Street. 

The proposed zoning change to General Business 
would apply to two contiguous parcels of land: one 9.8- 
acre parcel currently in Residence C and another 0.2-acre 
parcel currently in Residence A. 

A third adjacent 1.8-acre parcel is already zoned 
General Business. 

The proposal includes the land on which Collision 
Services of Marion and Ted's Automotive are currently 
located. It is bounded on the north by Washburn Park and 
to the south by the old railroad bed, protected open space, 
as well as a residence. 

Madden indicated that the concept is in keeping 
with the Master Plan's objectives of "Pursuing high-end 
mixed use development on Route 105." 

The parcel has an existing 32-foot curb cut for 
access and an 8-inch municipal water supply pipe. 

Madden presented two examples of how the 
parcels would be used if zoned General Business - 
including multiple buildings with retail space on the 
ground floor and residences on the top two floors.

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Board member Will Saltonstall noted that under 
current zoning in General Business, residences would 
not be allowed above retail businesses. Madden also 
suggested there could be construction or landscape 
businesses located on the site. He pointed out that the 
owner could provide access from the future bike path, to 
be located along the old railroad bed, across the parcel to 
Washburn Park to the north. 

Regarding the large pond on the eastern portion 
of the parcel, board member Norman Hills observed,''... 
From my experience on the Conservation Commission, I 
know there's a lot of wetlands in that area..." 

Madden continued to emphasize the proposal's 
alignment with the goals of the Master Plan, citing tax and 
employment opportunities, open space, and connectivity 
to the bike path. 

"There's a walking path from the baseball 
diamond [at Washburn Park] to the pond," added board 
member Andrew Daniel. 

Board member Stephen Kokkins underscored 
an overarching concern of the board regarding the traffic 
implications of developing the site. 

While the board recognized the evening's 
discussion was about a zoning change and not a 
development proposal, additional development in this 
location would most likely require a traffic study during 
the site plan review. 

Kokkins inquired if the property owner had done 
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any evaluation of the site for development, to which 
Madden replied that they had merely done desktop 
evaluations at this time. 

Town Planner Gil Hilario spoke in favor of 
the concept, saying the idea is an ''enticing one" that 
"provides a good opportunity to [contribute to] a vibrant 
gateway" from Interstate 195 to Route 6. 

Madden and Laycock hope to bring the zoning 
change proposal before Town Meeting this year. 

In other business, the evening was punctuated 
with an unscheduled presentation on the Complete 
Streets Program by local resident Ted North. 

North, a self-described former attorney, ran down 
an extensive list of his concerns regarding obligations he 
says the town would incur if it adopted the Complete 
Streets Policy, of which the Planning Board has already 
recommended adoption by the Board of Selectmen. 
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Planning Board Chairman Eileen Marum 
interrupted North to say that the board would not be 
able to take up discussion on the matter since they had 
not had a chance to read his document. In addition, 
Jennifer Francis, the board member most familiar with the 
program, was not in attendance this evening. 

North continued with his report, highlighting 
unknown expenses he believes the town would be 
contractually obligated to undertake, such as engineering 
costs and reports relating to different elements of the 
program. North provided a lengthy written report to 
the board outlining his concerns in detail. He noted that, 
''The statewide program is deminimums [sic] and smaller 
than Tom Brady's football contract," implying that there 
is limited grant funding for what he believes is an undue 
financial and design burden to the town. 

North claimed that all projects within the town 
that were within the purview of the Complete Streets 
Program criteria, whether or not they were selected 
for grant funding, would still need to meet the design 
guidelines and standards of the program. He used 
as an example his "Front Street Test," and wondered 
aloud what the cost difference would be between just a 
simple paving project versus the cost of following all the 
requirements under MassDOT standards. 

The board listened attentively to North, but 
concluded that they would table the conversation until 
the next meeting so that they would have time to digest 
his comments. 

Saltonstall concluded the evening by reminding 
residents that the Community Preservation Committee 
is currently accepting applications for projects that fit 
the criteria for funding: open space acquisition, historic 
preservation, recreation or affordable housing. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for February 5 at 7:00 pm. 

Many Minor Changes = One Major Change 

Rochester Planning Board

The solar project slated for 268 Mattapoisett 
Road has been stalled after the Rochester Planning Board 


on January 23 determined that proposed changes to the 
plan, although seemingly minor when viewed singularly, 
all add up to one major change to the plan. Thus, a new 
public hearing must be scheduled and abutters duly 
notified. 

At the last meeting on January 9, representatives 
from developer Clean Energy Collective realized the 
board was not quick to agree that a request to change the 
elevation of a berm and fence was as simple as they had 
hoped. 

Due to some site elevation discrepancies between 
existing conditions and those noted in the plan and 
because the bedrock below the proposed panels was 
denser than expected, the developer's options were to 
either raise up the berm and increase the height of the 
fence or ask the board if they could blast in excess of the 
board's original approval. 

But the board was not pleased with either of 
those two options, so they continued the discussion until 
January 23 and waited until the board's peer review 
engineer, Ken Motta, could weigh in on the matter. 

But before Motta spoke on January 23, Attorney 
Richard Serkey flanked by President of Renewables for 
CEC Tom Hunt, who flew in from Colorado just for the 
meeting, and some other new faces, spoke on behalf of the 
developer. 

"If your purpose was to make sure that you got 
Clean Energy Collective's attention, you certainly did," 
Serkey said. 

Serkey said the developer was ready to comply 
100 percent with all the comments Motta made in his 
report, and at that the discussion started. 

Hunt addressed the board next, saying, "Our 
goal is to work with you ... and to acknowledge that the 
(elevation) error was on our part." 

The prior meeting left off with CEC considering 
taking the board's advice of attempting further 
hammering and drilling to make the actual elevations of 
certain areas of the site before requesting any changes in 
the amount of blasting, but none of that was subsequently 
explored. 

One of the contractors said the developer was 
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advised not to go ahead with the excessive hammering 
because it was not the ''optimal option." 

Hunt said, after a couple weeks of work, he 
had what he felt was a good plan . .that's a minor 
modification..." 

"I apologize for the fact that we have to take up 
more of your time on this due to the discrepancies," Hunt 
said. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson 
determined, however, that there was still some important 
data missing from CEC's submission that evening, and 
later told Serkey et al. that nothing could move forward 
until all pertinent information was turned in, including 
a "topo" (topographic survey) of the entire site, added 
Motta. 

"The board tonight really needs to make the 
determination if these are minor or significant [changes]," 
said Johnson, in order to start the notification process of 
abutters. 

To summarize for the board CEC's proposed 
changes versus what was approved. Engineer Evan 
Watson of Prime Engineering said the topo of area at the 
site was "58", but is actually "60", which makes some 
panels visible from Mattapoisett Road. Because of the 
elevation discrepancies, the stormwater management 
system would also need to be reassessed. To mitigate 
that elevation inconsistency, CEC proposed elevating 
the outside berm another 2 to 3 feet in height, with the 
screening fence of 8 feet placed 6 inches above the top of 
the berm. 

Planning Board member Gary Florindo 
questioned the feasibility of that proposal, saying that 
he had compared that proposal, which would equal a 
screening element of 17 feet in height, with the height of 
his barn on his property. 

"And I thought, 'This is gonna look crazy'" said 
Florindo. 

Johnson turned to Motta and asked the million- 
dollar question of the night: "In your opinion, are these 
changes major or minor?" 

"There are major changes," said Motta. "Mirror 
[the new proposals] against the original plan, what do 
you have left from the original plan?" 

Then the board members offered their own 
opinions, which differed at first. 

"I personally think they're minor changes," said 
board member John DiMaggio. "He's not changing a lot 
of the plan itself ... Some of the grades, elevations, it's not 
like he's redrawing a new plan...." 

Board member Chris Silveira said he felt like 
nearly everything was changed in the plan. 

"It's tough for me to call it a minor change when 
we had to have all new plan sets done.... It's a tough call. 
I see all the sides of it.... My thought is, just because the 
rules are the rules, I think it's a major change." 

"A lot of minor changes combined add up to one 
major change," commented board member Lee Carr. 
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Florindo suggested a site visit before making any 
decision, which was what board member Mike Murphy 
said he would fancy as well. 

''You don't get the right answer until you get your 
shoes dirty," said Florindo. 

Board member Ben Bailey disagreed, saying that 
Motta was hired to go out and get his feet dirty on behalf 
of the board, and the board puts its trust in Motta. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey (no relation to the 
former Bailey) cautioned the board, saying, "You may 
think it's major, you may think it's minor - the question 
comes, what would an abutter think?" 

If the board determined the changes were minor, 
abutters would be denied the right to appeal the changes 



from the original plan. 

"What you're doing is taking away somebody's 
right to appeal your change ... because you're making a 
decision they can't appeal." 

The board decided to allow CEC to continue some 
work on the stormwater basins only to mitigate flooding 
that property owner Michael For and says is now taking 
place at the site, but that was it. 

Then Johnson rendered his opinion - these 
changes are major. 

"I think that when you boil that down, there's not 
a whole lot left of our decision that hasn't been tweaked at 
some point..." said Johnson. 

A site visit would be scheduled once all data 
was submitted, he said before asking for a motion, 
which included the decision to schedule a public hearing 
and notify abutters - but again, not until the data was 
complete. 

The vote was unanimous. 

Also during the meeting, the Special Permit for 
a large-scale solar farm at 453 Rounseville Road filed by 
Borrego Solar Systems, although inching closer toward 
approval, was continued again until February 13 after a 
brief discussion and some comments from abutters. 

The public hearing for the Special Permit 
application for a Back Lot filed by Madeleine Monteiro 
for 0 Walnut Plain Road was continued until February 13 
at the request of the applicant. Johnson said the applicant 
is still working with the Building Department on certain 
aspects of the proposal. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for February 13 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall.

implications. 

Leading the discussion was Cheryl Sbarra, senior 
staff attorney and director of the Tobacco Cessation and 
Prevention Program for the Massachusetts Association of 
Health Boards (MAHB). Sbarra provided the board with a 
draft document outlining the public health issues within 
the proposed Adult Use of Marijuana regulations, drafted 
by the Cannabis Control Commission (CCC), that were 
released in late December. 

There is currently a Working Group, made up of 
large and small municipalities as well as rural towns, that 
is charged with developing comments on the regulations 
for the CCC. 

The Working Group will also be developing 
model regulations for municipalities to use in developing 
their local regulations for Adult Use of Marijuana. 

Sbarra noted that the current draft regulations 
are in conflict with the Smoke Free Workplace law, which 
prohibits smoking in virtually all enclosed workplaces in 
the Commonwealth. 

Smoking is defined as anything that is lighted, 
combusted, and inhaled, and unless cannabis was eaten, 
it would be prohibited under this regulation. The Smoke 
Free Workplace law would need to be amended to allow 
the smoking of cannabis. 

The proposed regulation contemplates a ''primary 
or mixed-use social consumption establishment" at which 
a consumer could purchase and use marijuana. Sbarra 
suggested that this could mean restaurants would have 
cannabis smoking sections and asked the board, "Are we 
going back to a designated [smoking] area as part of its 
enterprise a cannabis smoking area, with the second-hand 
smoke exposure?" 

Board member Elizabeth Dunn asked why the 
CCC would draft conflicting regulations, and Sbarra 
surmised that the CCC may have thought this regulation 
would fit into the tobacco permit exemption, which she 
believes it does not. Additionally, vaping of cannabis 
would be illegal if the Omnibus tobacco bill, which adds 
vaping to the Smoke Free Workplace law, is passed. 

Sbarra spoke at length about marijuana sales, 
specifically the conflict with the regulation of the sale 
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of marijuana accessories. She suggested that the way 
marijuana accessories are defined puts them in direct 
conflict with the definition of drug paraphernalia, 
allowing all drug paraphernalia to be potentially defined 
and sold as marijuana accessories. 

There is the question of storefront sales and 
whether the stores will be entirely adult-only retail stores 
strictly for marijuana, or would they be adult-only ''7-11" 
type stores, selling other items as well. 

Sbarra raised the question of local compliance 
inspections, similar to tobacco compliance, which is under 
the purview of local boards of health. 

If a community had stricter smoking regulations 
than the state, board member Jason Reynolds asked, could 
the new regulations for cannabis override them? Sbarra 
replied that there are "strong preemption regulations" 
that would assure stricter local regulations supersede 
those of the state. 

After outlining the lengthy list of public health 
concerns, Sbarra congratulated the town for the Special 
Town Meeting regarding the Adult Use of Marijuana 
moratorium, saying, "What Marion is doing now in 
moving forward on the moratorium gives you breathing 
room." 

Applications for permits from the state will be 
accepted starting April 1. Existing medical marijuana 
establishments will be given priority. Applicants must 
each have a number of items to support their application: 
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they must show that their proposal conforms with 
existing bylaws within the town, have a letter from the 
Board of Health or the Board of Selectmen stating they 
do not oppose the application, have a Host Agreement 
with the town, and must show proof that they have held a 
community outreach meeting within the town. 

Once an application is submitted, the town mayor 
or Board of Selectmen or Town Administrator is notified. 
Sbarra said that she did not believe there would be people 
lining up with completed applications in Marion, noting, 
''Some municipalities are lining up to be the Napa Valley 
of cannabis use!" 

Regardless of whether or not the town approves 
the moratorium, the board can begin developing 
regulations immediately after the Town Meeting 
vote. Sbarra suggested that the CCC recognizes that 
municipalities are scrambling to develop and implement 
new regulations and will give leeway to those towns 
during the application process. 

The CCC's regulations won't be finalized until 
March 15, which only gives towns two weeks to assure 
their regulations conform with the state's version. 

The Working Group is developing two model 
regulations for municipalities, one of which is a 
"placeholder" regulation that is simple and effective in 
the short term and could be amended over time. She 
believes that template would be available for use by 
Marion by the end of February. 

Reynolds expressed for the entire board a 
reluctance to guess whether the moratorium will pass and 
wanted the town to be prepared in the event that it does 
not. 

Once the Board of Health holds the public 
hearing on the new regulations, they could vote that night 
to approve them and they would be effective two weeks 
later when printed in the legal notices in the paper. 

Reynolds expressed dismay at the prospect 
of undoing the hard work of the Board of Health as 
it relates to tobacco, lamenting, "What I'm concerned 
about is things that go against what the boards of health 
have fought for. There is enough commonality between 
smoking tobacco and cannabis ... that we should be able 
to regulate it." 

The next scheduled meeting of the Marion Board 
of Health is February 13 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

RMS May Offer Dental Program to Students 

Rochester School Committee

Rochester Memorial School Nurse Ellen Murphy 
says she has wanted to bring dental health care to RMS 
students for quite some time, and she is now hoping the 
Rochester School Committee will consider allowing her to 
collaborate with Smile Programs of Massachusetts. 

Smile Programs, said Murphy, is a comprehensive 
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school-based dental program that can deliver a dental 
program to the school via a mobile dental van and 
provide preventative and restorative dental care inside 
the school building to students in need of the service. 

The cost of the dental care is covered for students 
who receive Medicaid or CHIP, and the services to 
uninsured students are affordable, Murphy said. 

As Murphy summarized for the committee, tooth 
decay (cavities) is the most common childhood chronic 
disease, affecting 60% of the population. A child with 
chronic cavities is four times more likely to have a lower 
grade point average, and cavities are more common in 
children than asthma. Furthermore, cavities can lead to 
further tooth loss, other health problems, and problems 
with speaking, eating, and learning, she added. 

Murphy said Smile Programs contacted RMS, 
asking if the school might be interested in adopting the 
program. 

''Our free and reduced lunch rate in town has 
now reached fifteen percent, so that's kind of how we 
popped out to qualify for getting this program here," said 
Murphy. 

In order to establish the program at RMS, a 
minimum of 15 students are needed to sign up. 

The professional dentists and dental hygienists 
would perform routine teeth cleanings, x-rays, fillings, 
fluoride treatments, and sealants on the spot. 

"I have for a while wanted to kind of do 
something in the dental area because it is so important," 
Murphy said. "I just haven't been able to get that up and 
running, so when [the program] approached me with this, 
I was really excited to have the opportunity to offer it to 
our families." 

Murphy is not sure at this point whether or not 
there is a real need at RMS to provide the dental services 
in school since she receives students' health records but 
not dental records. 

Principal Derek Medeiros said the dental services 
would take place during similar time blocks as when the 
school nurse performs her other health screenings, being 
mindful of important class times when students must be 
in class. 
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"We tend to try to do it first thing before the kids 
start their day," said Medeiros. "We definitely try to do 
it within those areas and not in the middle of an ELA 
block." 

Murphy said she would gather feedback from 
teachers about their time preference for dental screenings, 
and possibly investigate whether services could take place 
after school as well. 

Parents would be allowed to accompany their 
child during the dental exam, and a letter along with a 
permission form would be sent home to parents ahead of 
time. 

Murphy agreed to seek the answers to a number 
of questions the committee had and report back at the 
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next meeting. 

In other business. Business Administrator Patrick 
Spencer said the most recent draft of the Rochester school 
budget for fiscal year 2019 is at $6,256,000 - an increase 
from FY18 of about $179,000 or 2.96%. 

''We came to an agreement that that was what we 
would bring forward to the budget subcommittee," said 
Superintendent Doug White. 

Spencer said a significant reason for the increase 
is an increase in students considering Bristol County 
Agricultural High School, with eight students currently 
included in the FY19 budget. 

The cost is roughly $20,000 per student to attend 
Bristol Aggie. 

"[The overall budget increase] has nothing to do 
with what's going on in this building," Spencer said, "but 
the town and the school budget is responsible for that 
cost. It's just something that people should be aware of." 

School Committee Chairman Tina Rood said 
an upcoming curriculum change in social studies could 
also affect the budget, as well as unexpected increases in 
student population. 

"We are looking at the needs of our students as 
they exist right now in anticipation for the next year," said 
Rood. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee is February 15 at 6:30 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 

ORR Unveils New Course Selections 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

Old Rochester Regional High School Principal 
Mike Devoll is adding more advanced placement options, 
a broader range of technology courses, and a lineup of 
new 12*^ grade English offerings designed to add more 
interest to seniors. 

On January 17 during the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee meeting, Devoll said the foreign 
language AP courses, which currently only include 
Spanish and French, will next year also offer an AP Latin 
class. 


In addition, English classes for seniors will 
include course titles such as "Monsters, Murder, and 
Madness" and some other English courses will see a few 
course descriptions altered for interest as well. 

"We're trying to make our twelfth-grade classes 
more thematic and engaging for our students," said 
Devoll. 

Although these types of English courses won't be 
offered at the AP level, Devoll did say, "We will, in fact, be 
looking to open more doors for kids for AP English in the 
senior year..." 

Technology classes will see some development 
next year as well, as a new technology teacher oversees 
a variety of new and updated STEM courses aimed at 
educating all types of students in computer sciences. 

For example, a robotics course was renamed 
to entice a more diverse group of students into the 
technology classroom, and the general computer science 
course was also given a more contemporary name. 

"'Computer Science,"' said Devoll, "Meh..." But 
a course titled "Computer Science For All," Devoll said, 
regardless of gender or social status or ethnicity, "We're 
hoping to kind of hop on the heels of what's happening at 
the junior high school." 

Computer Science will also be offered at the 
advanced placement level. 

"I feel like each year in my career as principal 
we've come forward with new AP courses that have 
attracted more kinds of kids," said Devoll. 

Other courses that are changing include the child 
development and parenting class, which will be broken 
down into two one-semester courses, beginning with 
Child Development semester one, followed by Early 
Childhood Education, "All leading to the Early Childhood 
Education II, which isn't a change but it incorporates 
grades ten to twelve, and that's the lab exposure in the 
high school," said Devoll. 

Next month as Devoll furthers his course name 
and description progress, he will be looking at more 
thematic English courses for the course catalog. 

The current draft of the fiscal 2019 school budget 
includes another technology instructor as ORR explores 
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offering technology courses that lean more towards 
engineering, which students have shown interest in 
taking. 

''The challenge for this spring is really going to be 
promoting these courses in [technology]," said Devoll. "If 
we're going to commit to an engineering teacher, we need 
to marshal the population." 

Which goes especially for the female population 
at ORR, Devoll said. 

"As a school, we've had difficulty getting female 
students into our tech classes, so this year our librarian 
has started 'Coding for Girls' during our Bulldog Block," 
said Devoll, which has been a success. 

The committee approved Devoll's course change 
requests, and he will return at the next meeting with 
further course changes and offerings for the committee to 
consider. 

In other matters, the School Committee started its 
FY19 budget review, which Chairman Tina Rood referred 
ironically to as "the fun part of the season." 

Business Administrator Patrick Spencer said 
the current budget draft totals $18,630,000, which is up 
$537,000 or 2.9% from FY18. 

Included is the funding for an additional full-time 
social worker at the high school to handle some of the 
caseload pertaining to the school's social-emotional health 
initiative. 

A line item to cover the costs of the school 
NEASC reaccreditation next year totals $20,745 - an 
expense that the school district would not see again for 
another ten years once the review process is completed. 

Also included in the budget are an additional 
$47,000 for new technology devices at both the junior 
and high schools and another $5,000 to pay for further 
responsive classroom training for staff. 

Spencer said he also anticipates a 9% increase in 
health insurance costs, which he already factored into the 
budget. 

"This is just the beginning of our conversations," 
said Superintendent Doug White. "There's going to be 
plenty of opportunities for us to address our needs ... so 
our students can be twenty-first century learners and be 
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productive in this society." 

The committee also took a vote on its 20-Year 
Capital Plan that the three towns had asked the committee 
to formulate, voting to adopt the first four named projects 
as the top priorities: 1) the running track; 2) auditorium 
repairs/upgrades; 3) technology infrastructure project 
(including reconfiguring the phone system); and 4) the 
T.U.R.F. project. 

The next meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee is scheduled for March 7 at 6:30 pm in 
the junior high school media room. 

ORR Students Inspired at Women's March

Last Saturday, a group of about 20 students from 
the Gender Politics Club at Old Rochester Regional High 
School took to the streets of Providence for the 2018 
Women's March. The local students were among the 
thousands that had gathered to stand up for women's 
rights and equality. 

Senior Alice Bednarczyk spoke on one of the 
reasons participating in such an event was important. 

"We're literally being part of history. I feel like 
it's similar to being a suffragette or being a part of MLK's 
walks, but in a smaller sense," said Bednarczyk. "It's 
something Tm passionate about and something I care for." 

Bednarczyk continued, "When I participate. I'm 
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putting myself at the forefront of history because being a 
part of an organized march is a big deal; it's a protest. In 
twenty, forty, sixty years. I'll be hearing about this time 
in history and I'll be able to say, 'Oh yeah, I went to a 
march,' and I can say I partook in history." 

Along with others from her group, this was 
Bednarczyk's first year going to one of the marches. One 
of the club's co-founders, Bella Rodrigues, noted some of 
the differences between the two years. 

"Last year, everyone was outraged, but this year 
everyone knew the drill and instead of panicking, we 
organized. We were focusing more on the good than just 
the outrage of Trump," Rodrigues said. "It was great to 
see how nice and polite everyone was once again, asking 
if kids could see better and complimenting signs. Even 
the traffic cop thanked us for being patient and everyone 
waiting thanked him. It was just such a welcoming 
environment!" 

Club member and senior Ethan Mort was also 
present at the march. 

"My favorite part of the march has to be that 
despite being 'The Women's March,' you saw all walks 
of life there. Using the Women's March as an umbrella, 
you also could see all types of political activism there," 
said Mort. "Of course, women's rights was a big point, 
but there's also homosexual and transgender rights being 
advocated along with support for Universal Healthcare, 
DACA, and other progressive legislation." 
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"I loved marching to the State House with 
everybody," said one of the club's co-founders, Katie 
MacLean. "It was such an amazing feeling to walk with 
people who have the same beliefs and hopes as you do 
for women and gender rights. I marched right next to the 
band that was playing and it was so cool! We chanted and 
sang songs and it was such a beautiful experience." 

Maclean added that it was empowering to hear 
all the women speak at the rally. 

"They all had so much to say about all the issues 
that we need to fix and that 'We the People' can change," 
said Maclean. "It was extremely educational and I learned 
so much while I was there." 

Bednarczyk noted that, although the guest 
speakers at the Providence rally were not the most 
well-known because of its smaller scale than other state 
capitals, it was important for as many women as possible 
to have been there, "Because it showed that there were 
people who were there to support something they 
believed in," Bednarczyk said. 

"It was good to hear people speak about what 
they've done to support other's rights, and what 
individuals can do, too," Bednarczyk said. "It was all very 
eye-opening and inspiring." 

ORR Boys' Basketball Exceeding Expectations 

High School Sports Update

Entering the 2017-2018 basketball season. Old 
Rochester Regional's coach Steve Carvalho expected 
his team would still be a strong team in the South Coast 
Conference, but not necessarily at the level ORR boys' 
basketball had been in recent seasons. 

"Right now we are, I don't want to say unproven, 
but we're certainly inexperienced in the post," Carvalho 
said before the season. "I don't have experienced kids 
who've played at the varsity level. I think they might get 
there though." 

Yet here they sit 10-1 (6-1 SCC) having only lost 
to Apponequet, the SCC's top team. And that's with one 
of the team's top players, Jason Gamache, missing seven 
games (Games 3 through 9). 

"Coming in, I knew I had three very good 
guards in Gamache, (Bennett) Fox and (Cole) McIntyre," 
Carvalho said. "We've had a lot of contributions across 
the board from a lot of other people. But the kids have 
done well. 

"I'm proud of the kids and what they've done," 
he continued. "We've had to win some tight ones of 
late. We've had to learn how to win in different ways, 
including our last game where we were behind." 

There was some concern with the team losing its 
presence in the post after losing Matt Valles to graduation. 
More importantly, how would it affect the Bulldogs on the 
glass - something the team needs in order to execute the 
game plan. 
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"'Rebounding is a daily conversation," Carvalho 
said. "Our rebounding is so essential because it triggers 
our running game, and our running game triggers easier 
looks and that puts us in a press. Connecting the dots. We 
want to set tempo." 

That's something Carvalho has always stressed 
with his ORR team: set a high tempo from start to finish. 
Though some changes have been made in the half-court 
offense, the approach hasn't changed much. 

"Identity overall. Bulldog basketball, yes it's still 
the same," Carvalho said. "Mainly on the offensive end 
I've been tweaking things a little. At any given time, I 
have four, sometimes five, guards out there. But we've 
made some adjustments offensively, but we've always 
had somewhat of a spread offense." 

Fox, ORR's 6-foot-3 guard, has been immensely 
consistent throughout the year, averaging 17.6 points per 
game. But he can't bear the load on his own. So while 
Gamache was on the sideline for an extended period of 
time, the Bulldogs saw a few other players fill in the holes. 
Instead of a three-man show, with McIntyre being the 
third player. Old Rochester has become a complete team. 

"Cole McIntyre hasn't surprised me, but with 
those two (Gamache and Fox) getting a lot of attention 
nightly, he was the key to come in and average double 
figures, and he's certainly done that, averaging twelve 
points," Carvalho said. "Jake Asiaf has really played 
well of late. He gives us this kind of point forward. He 
rebounds, plays defense. I've been really happy with him. 
Matthew Brogioli's been rebounding, giving us all the 
athleticism. Sam Hartley-Matteson has come in as a big 
man. Collin Fitzpatrick's back, Jake Yeomans, we've had 
kids come contribute at the guard position." 

But Asiaf has been the one really big one this year, 
says Carvalho. 

"After not playing last year, he's really gotten 
better week-to-week. He's really helped us out a lot," 
Carvalho said. 

While the rest of the SCC might've hoped for a 
down year for the Bulldogs, it's become clear that once 
again they are one of the greater forces throughout the 
conference. 
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'1 never use the word rebuilding, but there were 
a lot of holes to plug," Carvalho said. "I knew Bennett 
(Fox) and Jason (Gamache) were going to be good, but 
we didn't have Jason for those seven games. For the 
kids to win all those games - except the Apponequet 
game - without him ... I mean, Jason was an SCC all-star 
last year: thirteen points a game, he plays defense, he 
rebounds. So from that end, I couldn't be happier with 
our record." 

ORR's girls' basketball team continues to 
dominate as well, improving to 9-1 (5-1 SCC) after a 
54-38 win over Dighton-Rehoboth. Mary Butler led the 
Bulldogs with 16 points, while Cassidy Yeomens scored 
14. 

After both the boys and girls take on Greater New 
Bedford Voc-Tech, they'll both play Wareham on Friday. 
The boys will be on the road for a 6:30 pm start, and the 
girls will host the Vikings.

Science@Work Lecture Series - On January 

29 at 6:30 pm, Michael Retelle, Professor of Geology at 
Bates College (ME), will share information about Paleo- 
Climatology through his study of arctic glaciers. Retelle 
did his undergraduate studies at Salem State College 
(BS, 1976) prior to working as a field geologist on the 
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Trans-Alaska Pipeline in 1976. He did his graduate work 
in Geosciences at the University of Massachusetts in 
Amherst. His primary research interests include glacial 
and marine environments and climate change in northern 
New England and in the Canadian and Norwegian arctic. 

His talk will focus on the recent environmental 
history in Svalbard, Norway, with an emphasis on the 
alpine glacier history from the ice expansion during the 
Little Ice Age of the 14th to 19th Centuries to the retreat 
that began in the beginning of the 20th Century that has 
accelerated in recent decades. Svalbard is an extensively 
glaciated archipelago in the Norwegian high arctic that 
sits at the boundary of polar and North Atlantic waters, 
climatologically sensitive to shifts in ocean currents and 
related air masses, impacting regional sea ice and glacier

Braven, Starring Jason Momoa and Garret Dillahunt. 
Directed by Lin Oeding. Running time: 93 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. In limited theatrical release and on 
demand starting February 2. 

Filmed in snowy Newfoundland, the trim siege 
thriller Braven opens with some tasty widescreen views of 
the landscape. Tasty, but forbidding: You wouldn't want 
to live out here, much less die out here. "If I'm gonna get 
shot I'd rather it's hot than cold," said a minor character 
in Unforgiven. "It hurts more when it's cold. You know 
how if you hit your thumb when it's cold" — and then 
someone tells him to shut up. But yes. We know. Thrillers 
or noirs set in the deep freeze have a physical heaviness 
and more intense painfulness than similar films set in San 
Diego. So in Braven, when men are stabbed and slashed 
and bashed and bled, our involuntary sympathetic 
wincing may feel sharper. 

Physical solidity is about all Braven has going for 
it, but for a low-fat, no-frills sprinter like this, that might 
be enough. Jason Momoa stars as Joe Braven, who lives 
up to his name, because you kind of have to. Joe's pops 
(Stephen Lang), though neurologically disabled from a 
brain injury, is also Braven, as are Joe's wife (Jill Wagner) 
and young daughter (Sasha Rossof). If the family name 
were, say, Wimpen, the movie would be even shorter 
and more anticlimactic. But here, Joe Braven isn't only 
a loving husband, affectionate dad, and bringer of pain 
to lowlifes — he's also a lumberjack. The sheer number 
of macho-noble signifiers built into this role Momoa 
produced for himself is breathtaking and more than a 
little funny, though the movie seems serenely unaware of 
the joke. 

Joe finishes a hard, robust day of lumber jacking, 
and his co-worker slinks off to deliver some heroin; when 
the guy's lumber truck flips, he finds Joe's cabin and 
stashes the drugs there. This would be a better idea if Joe 
weren't arriving shortly at the cabin with his addled dad 
and, unbeknownst to him, little daughter hiding in the 
back of the truck. Soon enough, bad men led by Garret 
Dillahunt converge on the cabin looking for the stash. 

And it's then that the movie gets weird, because every 
single good guy in it seems to have secret lives where 
they had years of top-quality defense training. Joe and his 
wife both know how to use a bow and arrow, and do so 
to damaging effect. The father, in his moments of lucidity. 



out of nowhere reveals sniper skills that would shame 
Charles Whitman. Too bad the kid mostly just runs and 
hides, because otherwise this is a whole hilarious family 
of expertly skilled killers. 

Is Braven a stealth comedy? I mean, Jason Momoa 
seems to have some sense of humor, and the joshing here 
could be incredibly deadpan ... or it could be presented 
in utmost monkish seriousness, which of course only 
makes it all the funnier. The climax involves a bear trap 
and a cliff, and seems like an unused alternate ending 
for The Revenant. At one point you've got Jason Momoa 
hanging painfully upside down, blood dripping up his 
nose, and that would be the ideal time to have him say 
something like "Man, I really didn't think this through." 
Dwayne Johnson would. Dwayne Johnson is also maybe 
the biggest movie star in the world right now, and he 
headlines nine-figure blockbusters while Momoa gets 
a Canadian thriller so tightly budgeted it offers a truly 
cheapjack approximation of a truck crash. Go and do 
likewise, Jason. 

I may have made Braven in its po-faced sincerity 
and obliviousness to its own goofiness sound more 
entertaining than it is. In the midst of the somber 
clownishness Stephen Lang brings vivid fear and pathos 
to his scenes as the disoriented Grandpa Braven. Joe, 
grappling with the certainty that his father may need to be 
"put in a home," seems like a realistically troubled fellow. 
"I don't want to fight, I just want to talk," Joe tells his 
dad, not long before he stops talking and starts fighting. 
I'm not sure why this background is included, except that 
ultimately Joe's decision is taken out of his hands, and 
his responsibility, too. The movie ends up saying that 
there's nothing like a good bloodletting to bring a family 
closer together while resolving the issue of inconveniently 
disabled elders. On second thought, this movie had better 
be joking. 
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extent.

Tabor Academy Marine Science Expands 
Reach - Tabor's Marine Science faculty is building new 
connections to enhance programs and increase research 
opportunities for students. 

Building on the success of past partnerships 
with University of Rhode Island and Roger Williams 
University in Aquaculture, and their long-standing 
project with the National Parks Service and U.S. 
Geological Survey in the Caribbean through the REEF 
program, Tabor Academy's marine science faculty have 
been reaching out and making new connections in the 
community, bringing new opportunities to campus. 

Jay Cassista, Director of Marine Science, has 
been hard at work visioning a program that gets students 
engaged in more local projects to expose them to national 
research projects. Fiis efforts have put him in conversation 
with the world renowned Marine Biological Labs (MBL) 
in Woods Fiole, associated with the University of Chicago. 
MBL was so impressed by Cassista and Tabor's passion 
for getting high school students involved in ongoing 
scientific research projects, they have invited him to 
be a member of their Secondary Education Advisory 
Board. The board will provide guidance in developing 
curriculum and infrastructure for robust year-round 
secondary education programs at MBL. 

According to MBL, "In its 125-year history, the 
MBL has played a unique and pivotal role in fundamental 
biological discovery. Our blend of research and education 
has been transformative for generations since 1888, when 
the first students and faculty arrived at the lab. Many of 
the world's leading scientists have worked or studied 
here, and more than 50 scientists affiliated with the MBL 
have been recognized with Nobel Prizes." 

Beyond the MBL Advisory Board appointment, 
Cassista has also been working on developing an 
immediate partnership with MBL scientists that might 
provide a template for their desire to inspire more 
secondary school students to pursue marine science.

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recent meeting on campus, Cassista and senior leadership 
at Tabor discussed having MBL scientist come to Tabor to 
do demonstrations, as well as inviting Tabor students to 
their labs in Woods Hole to gain experience using world- 
class instrumentation and to assist with MBL research 
projects. Cassista is already working on a proposal to 
expand MBL's reach in the Southcoast in their effort to 
map flora above the high tide marks in the area. Tabor is 
planning to map Sippican Harbor and identify plants that 
might be affected by a 10-cm rise in sea level. The Tabor 
faculty are discussing several other research projects 
students can engage with next fall to help MBL collect 
data and present findings as part of a student research 
team. 

Further, Elizabeth Leary, faculty and manager of 
Tabor's Schaefer Wet Lab, is working with her students 
on the Oceans Genome Legacy (OGL), which collects 
samples of tissue from local specimens to be put into 
a gene bank for marine organisms. This project was 
suggested to Tabor by MBL, which is also participating in 
this endeavor; the OGL is part of Northeastern University. 

Partnering with such high-level organizations 
gives Tabor students further exposure to professional 
research methods, opportunities to analyze data that 
seeks to answer vital questions about our ocean home, 
and exposes them to a wide array of inspiring scientists 
involved in research worldwide. The possibilities are 
endless!

The Moorings is situated at the tip of Converse 
Point, the southernmost of the two necks that shelter 
Marion's Sippican Harbor. Converse Point was formerly 
called Charles Neck and was a Native American 
campground for centuries before the English settlement 
of Marion (Old Rochester) in 1679. His colonial revival- 
style home was built in the mid-1920s to replace the much 
larger late-19th-century shingle-style Moorings estate that 
had 40 rooms.

Photography Basics: The Thoughtful 
Approach

Academy, originally founded to educate girls and boys of 
Marion. 

The Music Hall is available free of charge to all 
Town of Marion committees and organizations such as 
the Elizabeth Taber Library, the Council on Aging, and 
the Police and Fire Departments. In honoring Elizabeth 
Taber's wishes, it remains accessible to all Marion citizens 
according to the new fee schedule, which helps defray 
the costs to taxpayers while covering maintenance and 
utility expenses. While the rate structure has changed, the 
rates remain among the most competitive in Marion and 
surrounding towns. Local couples will be hard pressed to 
find such a great wedding venue on a weekend for as low 
as $600. (Bookings made before September 1, 2017 will 
honor the original rental fees.)
